MINESWITH MILLIONS INTHEM

fome Scnators Whose Savings Are Eunk in
Mineral-Bearing Earth,

TALK WITH SPECULATIVE LEGISLATORS

“earp' Tells of Senntorinl Investments in
the Gold Reglons of North Carolinn—Ex-
Beuntor Tabor, s Minernl and
Muotrimoninl Ventures,

Wasuixaton, Feb, 20.—[Special Corve-
spondence of Tue Bee, |—The new gold ana
silver miues which are being developeda in
Colorndo are cresting considerabls interest
st Washington. A large pumber of the
sonators are interested in ono way or another
in muning, and there are o baker's dozen of
them who have tinancial ventures out on
gold or silver seas, Sonator Sawyer is sthl
working his gold mines near Washington.
These aro about fi{teen miles up the Potomae,
where tle senntor owns about 400 acres of
land and where ho has a little stamp mill,
which runs along pounding the quartz to
pleces, but which, up to the present writing,
has not made a fortune for its owner. Somo
large puggets have been found and soine of
the quartz is very rich and for m tme the
averngo of the stamp mill was &3 a ton. On
the whole, however, I undorstand that the
mipe has not pald soa it Is a vepetition of
the old story of southiern miues, 1inter-
viewed Thowmss Edison Ilnst summer on the
mines of North Carcling and be told me that
every farm in the state seomed to have o
gold mine, but that none of these mines were
valuablo enough to pay for tho working. He
snid the slaves hud due for their moasters all
of the gold out of tho south and thut the
most of It lsy in pockots rather than in large
voions, Still, o number of the sonators are
lovesting in North Caroling mines, and Sona-
tor Spoouer and the late Senator Hearst had,
what they considered, a very valuable lead.
Bpooner had o number of large nuggets of
the purest of pure gold which he kept on his
library table nud showed to bis brother sena-
tors when they visited hlin. Thero were
enourh of these puggets to have filled a
quart measure, and they were of all shapes
snd of different sizes, Seontor Plumb had
sowme luterests in the south, but he ownea
some very valuable mines in Colorado and he
was, I think, interested (n the Little 1'itts-
burg and other wines at Leadyille,

A Chat with Senator Teller,

I chattea with Senator Teller last night
about the Colorado mines. Ho says & great
derl of fine gold-bearing rock is being gotien
out st Cripple Creok under tho shadow of
Pike's Peak and that this promises 1o be oue
of tho groat gold cawmps of the future, Peo-
ple nre comiug iu from everywhere to pros-
pect and spoculnte and wwo ralroads have
becn surveyed which will oneu up the region,
As it pow s, it is only elgbteen miies from
the rallroad and there will not be much trou-
ble in conuecting it with the rest of the
worla. Beuutor Teller says that the new sil-
ver mines which have been opened up at
Creede, Col,, are of wonderful richness and
that the indigations ave that this loculity may
become & second Leadville, It is here that
Senator Woleott aud bis brother Henry have
& wioe which 1hey bought last fall iu con-
woction with two other parties for §100,000,

They paid £0,000 cash and wera to pay the

remaining $70,000 by the first of next June.
Thoeir mine had paid from the start and they
had govten enough out of it by the middle of
January to puy the 100,000 for which it was
sold a0 them, and all that they getnow is pure
profit. Tho mine has turned out thousands
of dollars a day, and during the month of
Junuary it turned out mora than $067,000. The
mine cost Senator Wolcott o cash payment of
only 7,600, and if it lasts it will make him
rich, This will, however, not be the first
time he has made woney in mines, He made,
it s sa1d, bevween $100,000 und 200,000 outof
o @uuoe ho bought in Leadville, and his
brother and nimself are suid to be nmong the
shrewdest of investors nnd speculators.

Dave Moftutt of Denver's Loss and Guln,

Sonator Teller says that Dave MofTaty, the
Denver millionaive, has large iunterests au
Creedo and that he is muking o big thing out
of the mine at Leadvillo for which he paid
$70,000 shortly before the bank robber vull-
dozed him out of that §0,000 with dynauite,
and that this' mine, instead of weing a poor
investmont, hus been an  excellent one.
MofTatt, 1t s sald, considered 1t worth noth-
ing for somo time and his friends pitied him
and condoled with him about his bud pur-
chpse, You will remember how the robber
drow o pistol on Moffatt in his private room,
and with this in one bund nnd a bottle of
somo kind of liguid in the other which he
smid wns nitro-giycerine, (hreatened to nlow
Moffatt and the bauk up unless he would
write out him o check on the bank for
£20,000 and gev him the money on it, Moffaty
looked futo the shimug bareel of the re-
volver, Ho glauced with terror av the
curiously shaped bottle of curlously coloved
fluld, and, seving thot there was nothiag ot
nis haod with wlileh bo conla detend hilm-
self, ho wrote the check and sccompanied by
the man  with the dengerous  pottlp
i his hund he walked to the casbior's
desk und handed over the check to tho oash

ler, saylug ina low volee: *“I'bis man 1s
robblng me.'" Tho cashier, however, tnought
he was referring to some new mine ne had
bought, and his mind wont ut the time to
this FU000 mine which was then thought to
have turned outb baaly and be bunded the
money over to Moffutt, Moffalt gave it to
the man aod be rushed from the bank, and
though MolTalt yaised o hue and cry he was
able o escape,” He throw off Wis coat in
dolug so, and in it tho bottle was found, aud
the suppoesed ultro-glveeriue turned out to be
sweot oil,  This thief was never discovered,
but toe 70,000 mine speoulation which proms
ised so poorly,and whicl indirectly alded tho
villain, bhas siued pald several tdmos as much
ns Moffatt's loss by him,

Ex-Senntor Tubor and His Mexican Mines,

Ex-Senator Tabor of Colorado woas in
Waushlogton s few days ago, and during bis
stay bere ho sald tumt e wus golug to muke
# big fortune out of bis Mexleau mines, his
sults concernlug which lmve just been sot
ted 1o bis favor, ‘These are old mines which
are belng reworked, uod Tabor paid, I am
told, $80.000 far his luterest in thewm, and he
contracted at the same time to put up atamn
mills und to bulld such mochinery s woula
enuble them to go in at the slde of the moun-
14ln and get right st the gress veln of ore in
that way. Tabor put up s stamp wills, and
while tho minors were digglng thei way into
the side of the hill,be begsu Lo work over tue
refuso oro which had becn cast aside us not
valuable enourh w0 puy for sbipping or re-
duetion.  Ho found that the output was very
lurge and he wanted to keop ou working his
will on this refuse rather thas bother about
the other part of tho mine, uud 1 think ft
was upon this action thut be was sued 100
vronch of contract, Colorado wen tell me
thal Tabor s o very shrewd winlog apeou.
lator, and that be s a careful busiuess man.
He i sald to be ricler now thay ever aund
though bhe coulipually luses fortuunes, he
keeps oo making them, His opers house
which was thought o pe such au extravi-
gance bas turned out to bo the moest profit-
ublo luvestwent and it pays a big (nterest oo
the hundreds of thousands of dollars whicl
be put into it. He nas other valuable real
estate in Deover and his mwnes are to be
found i nearly every part of Celorado, He
luuund from poverty Lo veing & willionnire
n less than & month and it 1s esid he made
#15,000 out of the LitUo 1iVsburg i less

than four months, He made a big thing out
of the Mutchless mine, made n fortune from
the Chrysolite out of which he sold at the
right time, and he bas kept abead of the
pame during bis losing aud making from that
time Lo tine,

Muatrimony and the Milllonalre,

Sonator Tabor might have had a fair repu-
tation as a business man and as a practicul
millionnire had he kept out of politics.  But
he lost his head when e made his million in
less than & month, and nothing but a spiclc-
span new wife aud o famous position would
satisfy him. ‘The story of hLis divoree from
the woman with whom he had lived and
worked all s life, of bis mavriage in n Jus-
tice of Lhe pence's offics in St, Louis to a di-
voreed womean and tho joke which he perpe-
trated upon President Arthur and Washing-
ton society when ho brought this woman to
Washlnﬁlml and here married her, as it was
supposed for the first tunmo, would make one
of the most interesting plays that could be
baved on American history, For thivty days
Tabor was in tho senate, I don't know how
many thousana dollars his life here cost him,
His wedding dinner at Willurd's hetel was n
most gorgeous one, and the day after tho
wedding he sent out cards bound in silver,
pnd then came out In that eorgeous coacn
which was tho laughing stock of Washing-
ton, Mrs, Tabor, No. 2, wus very protty,
Sho was ns plump as o milkmaid and her
dari ligud eves wore full of fire. I saw her
